Stands also are thin in many sec- 
tions and c-hiii<-li bni^s and the lless- 
jaii fly are reported to lie utuneraus 
in the heart of the belt. It is being 
harvested in extreme southern areas 
with lair to good yields. In other 
areas it is mostly headed and heads 
are filling and ripening well. On the 
whole, the condition of the crop has 
probably improved somewhat during 
the lust two weeks. 


Spring grains generally show im- 


provement- Harvesting of oats is in 
progress southern are;'.s with gen- 
erally satisfactory yields. They arc 
heading quite generally in other 
areas. 
Prospects' are good as a 


rale but ihe crop as a whole is still 
somewhat backward. 
Barley is in 


excellent condition in practically all 
aroas «nd is being harvested in Cali- 
i'orni:1.. 
Spring wheat is ia fair to 


good condition as a rule though suf- 
fering some from drought and grass- 
hoppers in the northwest.

J)o not purchase or trade 
for a 


used motor vehirle unless the vendor 
delivers to yon an assigned certifi- 
cate of title. 


Do not sell or trade a used motor 


vehicle without delivering 
an 
as- 


signed certificate of title to the ven- 
dee. 


When an assigned certificate of 


title is delivered to you present it 
at your local license branch, with an 
application for title in your name 
and fee of fifty (50c) cents. You 
should also make application for li- 
cense plates or transfer of license 
plates, at the same time. 


Remember—that registered dealers 


only are allowed the -privilege of re- 
assigning 'Certificates of title., 


Be careful that you do not lose 


yonr certificates of title. Place it 
with your other important 
payers 


such as deeds, insurance papers, etc. 
When you lose your certificate of ti- 
tle, it not 'only costs yon fifty (50c) 
cents 'and considerable trouble, but 
causes the auto license department 
unnecessary work and expense. 


When going to "a license branch 


to have your license renewed next 
year, be sure and take your certifi- 
cate of title with you. 
» 


Concerning license plates the fol- 


lowing advice is supplied: 


Procure your license plates at your 


local license branch whenever pos- 
sible. There will then, be no delay and 
no chance of the plates being lost in 
the mails. 


Remember—that 
license plates 


may be transferred only from one 
car to another and only, by: the per- 
son to whom the license was issued. 
When you sell or trade your car re- 
move the license plates. 


All cars having 'box beds or slip- 


on bodies are classified as delivery 
trucks and truck license should be 
secured. In case of cars with in- 
terchangeable bodies, truck license 
should be'secnred. The license is then 
good for the calendar year 
even 


though the car is operated -a part of 
the time as a passenger car. 


Be sure that your license plates 


are attached both front and rear and 
kept reasonably clean. 


Be sure that your license card is 


properly signed, placed in a contain- 
er, and the -container. attached in 
plain view in the driver's compart- 
ment of your car. 


Remember—that "license applied 


for*' and "in transit" signs.are ille- 
gal and" should not be used at any 
time. Begnaltion license plates must 
be attached to all cars 
whenever 


same are operated on the public 
tsreets or highways. 


A transient or resident of another 


State may operate a motor vehicle in 
the State of Indiana for a period 
not exceeding sixty (60) days -when, 
same has been properly registered in, 
the state of Ihis residence; providing; 
that State grants lite privileges' to 
residents of Indiana.
